Mr. Crombie quoted the recom 
mcndations ■ of the research com- 
mittee:' teachers are needed and 
their status must 'be raised; stu- 
dents should be retained in school 
as long as possible; specific train- 
ing should be deferred as long as 
possible; a varied curriculum 
should bo encouraged and the em- 
phasis should be laid on arith- 
metic ond allied subjects which 
encourage logical; ; clear, thinking. 

Dr. W. D. Woodhead of the De- 
partment of Glassies at McGlll was 
the other speaker. He too deplored 
the fact that teaching was the 
Inwp.-it salaried and' therefore the 
least respected .of professions. He 
said that present educatio'n fails 
far short of Ideal and that the aim 
of the- teachers should be to "kindle 
the flame of Interest." 

Ho explained that the present 
.<^hool system being as it is, the 
aim of teachers Is to pass as 
many students a possible Instead 
of encouraging thoroughness in 
learning. . ^ . ... 

Dr. Woodhead said' that liberal 
education is fast giving vifay to vo- 
catloral and semi-vocational train- 
ing and that there exkti a reck- 
less waste of Rood human mater- 
ial

During the three days of the con- 
ference, talks and discussions were 
held on various aspects of the 
United Nations. Mr. Brian Mere- 
dith V7- ■ News , Feature Editor of 
United Nations Radio who had come 
up from> his post in New York for 
the occasion— spoke on the achieve- 
ments, aims and problems of the 
United Nations Organization. 

He emphasized ^the many concrete 
achievements that the U.N. has 
made to world peace an'd- progress, 
in political, economic and other 
fields. "Saying that: "It is impos- 
sible to conceive the world today 
without such an organization." He 
mentioned that despite Its diffi- 
culties, the United Natlonr was 'do- 
ing countless small ^things that 
would otherwise not be done at all. 

Plans for forming sych an orga- 
nization were made at the con- 
ference. Delegates voted unani- 
mously to set up a temporary com- 
mittee which would "study the pos- 
sibilities of having other Univer- 
sities and Colleges througlîout 
Canada form part of a national 
United Nations movement." 

It was decided that the committee 
wo.uldejeonslst of seven members 
fro^^S^yersity of Toronf^^ 
one^^^^MCh of the other 'metro- 
poillB||^B»' represented at the 
confe^«!^TO^fcCommlttee would 
get In touenl^Pm^ otlier Canadian 
Universities, and try to arrange a 
National ' Assembly which will 
elect a truly representative Execu- 
tive of United Nations Clubs 
throughout Canada." ' )

Stating that "prayer is a service 
of Iho heart," Rabbi Cass saw 
prayer as as natural an expression 
of the Intimate relationship between 
heaven and' earth, similar as court- 
ship Is between the sexes. 

Father Breen pointed out Hxe 
Catholic interpretation of prayer as 
the elevation of the mind and heart 
to God. He viewed prayer as tlié 
ifestation of an obligation "we 
Almighty God" for creating 
and'~àûstàlning us, 
^Reverend Bishop explained the 
Protestant viewpoint as ."open pros ' 
tration of tho naked soul stripped 
of all ornaments and ritual before 
God, This view of prayer follows 
upon the Protestant position that 
man is capable of a direct approach 
to God. 

There was in the discussion that 
followed the talks, a 'sense of the 
Importance of the topic of all men. 
Rabbi Cass had stated that prayer 
is a universal human ■ experience 
and a reflection' of htraian need. 
"The contributionv of Judaism was 
tO' channalizc these fitful emO' 
lions into disciplined liturgical 
fonns. 

In retHy to a question regarding 
the . intention of prayers. Father 
Breen -iMldiJ^eL^flrst Intention of 
prayer •fs'îifloratlonî' the second In 
tcntion is petition." Tht relation 
of prayer /to moral cundiict was 
expressed in, these, words ",A man 
who 'does not find time to pray 
will find time to sin. ^ 
■ Holding the view tliat prayer can- 
not be discussed apart from the 
wider subject of worshiiS,' Rev. 
Bishop said that prayer is csscn 
tially man's response to God's out 
reachlnr activity. In these words 
"Nothing we do in prayer is of our 
own effort but primarily of God, 
Rev. Bishop, emphasized • the Pro- 
testant stress on the operation of 
the Holy; Spirit in the Indlyidual 
conscience.
